It sounds its warning in 
over a hundred different countries, 
colonies and islands, and renders 
service from Iceland at the far 
north to the equator and thence to 
the most'extreme southern line of 
human habitation. It "taken" the

tomobiles of all types exported in

A much larger proportion of tfye 


machines exported is still doing 
business in seme form than is gen-

One interesting feature of this 


compilation prepared for the Trade 
Record lies in the opportunity 
which it offers to compare export 
prices at the present time with 
those of a decade ago. The num- 
ber of passenger machines export- 
ed in 1913 was 25,880 and the value 
$25,347,644, an average of practi- 
cally $1,000 per machine, while the

Monks' in every language of tht 
world and does business in ever) 
clhnate. It sounds its warning in 
over a hundred different countries, 
colonies and islands, and renders 
service from Iceland at the far 
north to the equator and thence to 
the most'extreme southern line of 
human habitation. It "taken" the 
steep grades of- the Andes or the 
Himalayas with the same compla- 
cency with, which it traverses the 
pampas of South America or the 
desert roadways of Africa and 
'Australia. 
Figures compiled for the Trade 


Record of The National City BanV 
of New York show that the num- 
ber of passenger machines export- 
ed'from the United States in the 
last decade was 562,000, and of com- 
mercial machines, including motor 
trucks and busses, 135,000.

If we should 
carry the record back to a dozen 
years and include motor cycles, 
which are in fact "automobiles," 
the total number of machines ex- 
ported, including those sent to our 
own colonies, would tcacfc a mil- 
lion, and the value a round billion 
dollars. ., Even this total of ap- 
proximately a billion dollars of au- 
tomobiles of all types exported in 
the last dozen years does not fully 
tell the story, for the value of 
'parts of* machines exported for 


repair purpose! arjBrefates in thai 
period about $350.000.000; the valut 
of automobile tires exported in 
that period was $180.000,000, and 
the engines about $30.000,000. 


A much larger proportion of tfye 


machines exported is still doing 
business in seme form than is gen- 
erally realized, far many of the 
machines originally sold for pas- 
senger purposes arc after they 
have rendered ser\ ice in the capaci- 
ty originally 'Intended tisnsfonnd 
into a condition, m which they can 
be used for the minor trade traffic 
and industry purposes, rendering 
service to enormous numbers of 
persons engaged in business and 
mechanical industries, and

minimizing the time lost by the 
former traffc methods and to that 
extent increasing their bus ness 
facilities.

One interesting feature of this 


compilation prepared for the Trade 
Record lies in the opportunity 
which it offers to compare export 
prices at the present time with 
those of a decade ago. The num- 
ber of passenger machines export- 
ed in 1913 was 25,880 and the value 
$25,347,644, an average of practi- 
cally $1,000 per machine, while the 
number of passenger machines ex- 
ported in 1922 was 66,790 and their
